8 t. Petersbu rg, Ju ne 26.—N egotia­ 
tion« for the peace conference have 
taken an im portant step forward, a 
proposition for the date of the m eet­ 
ing of the plenipotentiaries at W ash­ 
ington having been su m bitted to Ru s­ 
sia and being now u nder considera­ 
tion. 
The exact date proposed has 
not been ascertained, bu t there is rea­ 
son to su ppose that it is some tim e 
du ring the first week or ten day s of 
Au gu st, which is abou t the earliest 
period at which the Japanese, repre­ 
sentatives cou ld 
reach 
W ashington, 
allowing reasonable tim e for the ac­ 
ceptance of the proposal and the in­ 
terchange of the nom inations of pleni­ 
potentiaries. 
The em peror’s answ er is not expect­ 
ed for a day or two, as the diplom atic 
mills of Ru ssia grind slowly and the 
foreign office, as one of the secretar- 
ie* pu t it, "is not u sed to y ou r hu stling 
Am erican m ethods” ; bu t it is thou ght 
that the date will be satisfactory , as it 
will give am ple tim e for M. Nelidoff, 
the R u ssian am bassador at Paris, or 
other R u ssian negotiators to reach 
W ashington, and as there will be little 
prelim inary work for them to do u ntil 
the Japanese term s are su bm itted. 
W hether the proposal regarding the 
da^e originated at Tokio or at W ash­ 
ington cannot be learned, bu t the fact 
that the negotiations were condu cted 
throu gh Am bassador Mey er may indi­ 
cate that President Roosevelt has per­ 
haps r.gain stepped to the fore and 
su ggested to the two powers, neither 
of whom wou ld be willing to take the 
initiative, a su itable date 
A m bassador Mey er is still exchang­ 
ing com m u nications with Foreign Min­ 
ister I^m sdorff by letter, the m inister 
be^ng confined to his apartm ents in 
the m inistry , bu t in his latest note, 
w ritten by his own hand. Cou nC Lams- 
dorff expressed the hope that he wou ld 
have su fficiently recovered to perm it 
of personal exchange of views today .

The statem ent that Germany would 
refrain from reply ing before further 
verbal explanations took place be­ 
tween Prem ier Rouvier and Prince 
Radolin, the German ambassador, is 
not regarded seriously in well-inform 
ed circles, where it is thought proba­ 
ble that an interview will not take 
place before Wednesday , when the r e ­ 
ply from Berlin may reach Paris, but 
the officials are without definite in­ 
formation on this point.

Washington, June 26,—By direction 
of President Roosevelt action has been 
taken by the administration which not 
only will facilitate the landing tn this j 
country of Chinese of the exempt class | 
es, but will eliminate from the emigra- j 
lion bureau such administrative feat I 
nres as have been the subject of crit-1 
i£jsm by Chinese. 
It is the declared j 
intention of the president to see that 
Chinese merchants, travelers, students 
ami others of the exempt classes shall j 
have the same courtesy shown them j 
by officers of the immigration bureau 
as is accorded to citizens of the most j 
favored nation 
Representations have been made to 
the president that in view of alleged 
harsh treatment accorded to many 
Chinese seeking a 
landing in 
the 
United States, the commercial guilds 
of China have determined to institute 
a boycott on American manufacturers. 
The representations, backed by the 
authority of the American Asiatic So­ 
ciety and commercial bodies through­ 
out the country, induced the president 
to make an investigation of the situa 
tion with a view of remedying the 
evils complained of. if they were found 
to exist. 
The subject was discussed 
thoroughly by the cabinet r.nd the 
president took it up personally with 
Secretary Metcalf of the department 
of commerce and labor, who has su­ 
pervision of the immigration bureau. 
As a result of the inquiry orders 
have been issued to the diplomatic 
and consular representatives of the 
United States in China by the presi­ 
dent himself that they must look close 
ly to the performance of their duties 
under the exclusion law and see to R 
that members of the exempt classes 
coming to this country are provided 
with proper certificates. 
These cer­ 
tificates will be accepted at any port 
of the United States and will guaran­ 
tee the bearer against any harsh or 
discourteous Treatment. 
Such treat­ 
ment. indeed, will be the cause of the 
instant dismissal of the offending offi­ 
cial, whoever he may be. 
In addition to the president’s orders 
Secretary Metcalf has issued instruc­ 
tions to the immigration officers which 
it is believed will remedy the difficulty 
heretofore complained of by the Chi­ 
nese government and individuals. 
It 
is anticipated that the prompt action 
taken by this government to meet the 
objections made by the Chinese will 
eliminate the possibility of serious 
trade difficulties between China and 
the manufacturers of this country.
